There will be a July 12 public hearing to 
increase the base water rates and establish water 
department surcharges relating to the sewer de¬ 
partment investment and CRA loan.

Charles Martin will prepare documents stamping 
out terms of the plan for presentation at the June 
28 meeting. 

The plan was necessary since current water 
rates are insufficient to cover 100 percent of the 
cost of delivering water to the customers. The 
Water Department owes approximately $468,000 
(plus interest) to the Community Redevelopment 
Agency and has utilized approximately $797,566 
of the Sewer Department’s cash reserves which 
come out of the general fund. 

To summarize the plan, base water rates will 
be increased to $2.09 the first year. It is proposed 
that the Water Department borrow from Sanwa 
Bank $468,000 (plus $18,720 unpaid first year 
interest) by June 26 and immediately repay the 
CRA this fiscal year. The Sanwa debt would be 
repaid on June 30, and the money immediately 
borrowed on July 1. The Water De-partment 
would repay Sanwa over the next 12 months.

Payment would be made possible through a one- 
year surcharge on water rates of 49 cents per unit, 
increasing water rates to $2.09 per unit for ap¬ 
proximately 12 months or until either the principal 
and interest is paid, whichever is first. 

Mayor Mary Ann MacGillivray said that this 
couldn’t have been done without the assistance of 
Sanwa Bank. Manager Emelita Bituin attended the 
meeting and assured councilmembers that she 
would assist them in every way. 

Upon full repayment of the Sanwa Bank ob¬ 
ligation, water rates would be decreased to current 
operating cost recovery, which is proposed for 
$1.39 per unit, plus the 21 cent surcharge adjusted 
to $1.60 to repay the loan in five years. 

Joyce said that "the chance of legal challenge 
cannot be dismissed nor can our success in the e- 
vent of legal challenge against our city be pre¬ 
dicted." He added that this was truly an innovative 
plan. 


City outlines fairly 
straightforward agreement 
with Western Waste Industries 


When residents heard that the estimated cost 
of repayment to water customers over the next 
five years is $389.60 including interest, several 
residents asked if they could pay the cost upfront, 
giving the city a cushion. With 3688 utility cus¬ 
tomers, the city is reticent about attempting to 
forecast the number of residents who would opt to 
choose this payment. Joyce explained that it "was 
the big time customer we’re counting on to pay 
this bill." Joyce added that administrative costs 
associated with avoiding individual interest obliga¬ 
tions make this alternative "less practical." 

Mayor MacGillivray pointed out that it was 
difficult to poll the people this quickly about 
whether or not they would prefer to pay the a- 
mount up-front. Payment is due, to reiterate, on 
June 30. 

George Enyedi said this system was "the least 
burdensome. The proposed average increase a- 
mounts to $386 or $76 per year which is 20 cents 
a day. That is still a very reasonable price to pay 
for the pleasure of living in Sierra Madre. "

There are plans for a same day weekly collec¬ 
tion of residential! multi-family and commercial 
unlimited recycling and refuse collection. This has 
been done previously in a two-day interim. The 
city will retain a franchise fee of 10 percent of 
fees collected on all residential, multi-family and 
commercial accounts. The former agreement pro¬ 
vided for a flat $1 fee on residential and multi¬ 
family only. 

A residential recycling program must provide 
for the diversion of source separated materials 
which include newsprint, plastic bottles, aluminum 
cans, clear and colored glass and organic waste 
which is usually referred to as "green waste. 

Western Waste will continue to conduct an 
annual cleanup-day each May. The cost of deliv¬ 
ery, rental and removal of bins and the cost of 
disposing of the material collected will be the 
responsibility of Western Waste. In the past, the 
city funded the cost of the dumping of the wapte 
collected on this day. 

Implementation of a pilot commercial recyc¬ 
ling program to include cardboard diversion will 
be conducted at the recycling center at 611 E. Si¬ 
erra Madre Blvd., as approved by Aug. 1. There 
will be a curbside Christmas tree collection pro¬ 
gram and a conunercial and residential cardboard 
collection program. 

"In A radical departure, municipal refuse 
collection will be provided at no charge to the 
city," City Administrator Sean 
adding that this would have saved $30,0OU last

According to Linda Thornton, who with Caro¬ 
line Brown, both of Sierra Madre, headlines a 
group planning to circulate a city-wide initiative 
petition amending the city code, the drive can start 
as early as June 23. 

The group will have a booth in the park dur¬ 
ing the three-day Fourth of July festivities. She 
noted that on this weekend they "will celebrate 
democratic traditions of the,Fourth of July." 

"We have 180 days in whiph to obtain 10 per¬ 
cent of the electorate roll (from April) which is 
what we need for the initiative.

the general election in November. City Attorney 
Charles Martin has responded to our initial filing 
in a timely and satisfactory way.

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Summertime finds 
more kids home 
alone 


"No more rulers, no more books. No 
more teachers’ dirty looks." 

School’s almost out for California’s 5.2 
million school children, and while the kids 
are chofnping at the bit for a taste of 
summer freedom, many parents may be bit¬ 
ing their fingernails at the prospect of 
children spending time alone. 

To help increase security when child¬ 
ren are home alone, parents are urged to 
spend a few minutes preparing their kids to 
use the telephone. 

• Post a list of the emergency numbers 
by every telephone in the house. The list 
should include 911, as well as telephone 
numbers for police, the fire department, 
parents’ work numbers, and numbers for 
neighbors, grandparents or other adults who 
might be available during the day. 

• Review the steps for making an effec¬ 
tive emergency call. 

• Teach children to answer the phone 
without volunteering information that may 
put them at risk. If a caller asks for in¬ 
formation such as the home address or 
whether parents are home, children should 
be prepared to ask, "Who’s calling? May 1 
take a message?" 

• Let children know that it’s okay to 
hang up on someone if they don’t like what 
they hear, including strange noises, offen¬ 
sive language or silence.

Transportation Authority (MTA) does not mandate 
bidding procedures. Instead, the city is required to 
use its own procedures and Sierra Madre does not 
have a code section concerning bidding proced¬ 
ures, explained City Attorney Charles Martin. He 
said the city is not required to seek bids for ser¬ 
vices. 

Eph Konigsberg, a member of the committee, 
explained that the committee had talked about 
going out to bid but they didn’t know what bid¬ 
ding criteria would be. "Ridership might be 
higher. The voucher situation would help us to 
know numbers. If we have the handle, we’d know 
what to bid on. If we need to go out to bid, we 
must have our facts together. We also thought that 
we might raise fares Either." 

According to Tara Schultz, administrative aide 
who prepared the report. Proposition A funds 
cannot be used for picking up children after 
school. MTA agreed to a fixed route which has 
been established to begin at the Recreation Center, 
with stops at Memorial Park, the library and 
Sierra Madre Elementary School before returning 
to the Recreation Center. The route would be 
accessible to the public and would be published 
according to Metropolitan Transportation Authori¬ 
ty (MTA) guidelines. The vans would run twice in 
the morning at about 11 and 11:30, and two or 
three times in the afternoon, around 2:30 and 3 
p.m. 

They will negotiate a one-year contract with 
Duarte Taxi, Inc. and continue the city’s contract 
with FACS, both for non-emergency transporta¬ 
tion but also a separate contract for wheelchair- 
acconunodating vans. 

Schultz specified providing one dispatch 
service and continuing the present subsidization of 
senior excursion travel and children’s day camp 
field trips.

costs in line with expenses.

City Attorney responds 
to possible violation of 
Maddy Act by Council 

In last week’s edition of The News, Linda 
Thornton charged the City Council with violating 
the Maddy Act which requires that vacancies on 
city commissions be filled promptly. 

City Attorney Charles Martin responded to the 
charge at the City Council meeting June 14 by 
saying that, although the city did not post the 
vacancy on the Planning Commission caused by 
the death of Eloise Parker immediately (her death 
was on Feb. 11, 1994), it did post the second 
vacancy (when Planning Commissioner James 
Hester was elected to the council on Apr. 7). 
"Therefore, the requirement was filled. Notices 
must be published within 20 days," he said. 

Martin added that if it is not posted, there will 
be no vacancy. And, he said, the City Council 
had not filled either vacancy. 

Concerning the question of whether or not it 
is legal to ask two members of the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Commission to remain after their terms are 
over, Martin contends that it does not violate the 
Maddy Act. "That office shall continue on a de 
facto basis," he explained. * 

Martin said that the Maddy Act only provides 
for the City Council, not the Mayor. Since Mayor 
Mary Ann MacGillivray appointed the General 
Plan Task Force, those rules would not apply to 
her. *' 

The city attorney 4aid that there was a techni¬ 
cal violation on the death of Parker; however, the 
City Council could not make an appointment dur¬ 
ing that time and did not.

I bath^ m'y cat weekly and I still have fleas on her, 
sometimes within several hours after I bathe her. 
Hdp! What else can 1 do? 

The key to controlling flea infestation is not just 
treating your cat, although that is part of the 
program. Fleas, are free-living mobile insects that 
[only hitchhike on pets when they need a blood 
meal. The adult fleas on a pet at any given time 
ate only a fraction of the number of fleas in the 
immediate environment. Fleas prefer to hide in 
areas like grass and carpet; however, they can also 
thrive in sand and dirt. Because a flea can go from 
hatchling to egg-laying adult in als short as three 
weeks and reproduce at a phenomenal rate, 
repeated flea control measures are required to 
suppress the flea population. Fleas can be picked 
up each time an indoor pet goes outdoors, even 
briefly. Spraying the house and yard monthly and 
weekly bathing and spraying your cat is the best 
way to keep fleas under control.

Odd lobs and experts of the past 
‘The place where we all got drunkeee’

Have you ever known 
a toponynust'l Would 
you know one if you 
saw one? No, it’s not 
somebody who wears a 
gunny sack over his 
head and worships top 
soil. It’s a person who 
studies the origins of 
names of cities, town, 
states, etc. 

Did you know that at 
least half of our 50 
states have names that 
derive from Native Am¬ 
erican Indian words? 
Like CMclahoma, which 
means "The Red Peo¬ 
ple"; Iowa, meaning 
"The Sleepy Ones"; 
Kansas, which means 
"A Breeze Near the 
Ground"; Kentucky, 
"The Dark and Bloody 
Ground"; Illinois, which 
means "The Tribe Of 
the Perfect Men"; Mis¬ 
sissippi, meaning "Fath¬ 
er Of Waters"; and Ida¬ 
ho, which means "Good 
Morning!" 

But for most of the 
jther states, European 
names were used, like 
Maryland and Virginia, 
nam^ for queens or 
virgin queens; or the 
Carolinas and Georgia, 
named for King Charles 


and King George of En¬ 
gland. The name Calif¬ 
ornia was taken from a 
word in a Spanish ro¬ 
mance novel during the 
1500s, written by a man 
called Ordoney de Mon- 
taldo. The word was 
"Califeme," which des¬ 
cribes an "Imaginary 
Land." This same word 
also appeared in another 
novel of the 11th cen¬ 
tury, "Chanson de Ro¬ 
land." 

' Los Angeles has the 
distinction of originally 
having the longest name 
of any American city. It 
used to be, in its full 
length, uncut version, 
"The Village of Our 
Lady, The Queen of the 
Angels, Of Little Por¬ 
tion." But, obviously, it 
had to be shortened to 
fit on the freeway over¬ 
pass signs.

When they 
came to the village, the 
citizens of Gotham 
started to act insane, 
off-the-wall, nutsol So 
The king’s messengers 
decided that the area 
was unsuitable for the 
sane people to live. And 
they reported as such, 
to the king. Gotham 
was henceforth associat¬ 
ed with the famous say¬ 
ing, "a method to its 
madness." 

One last city origin, 
and then you can turn to 
the sports page. It’s the 
beginning of Manhattan. 
It was actually named 
by the Delaware Indi¬ 
ans, and it means, "The 
Place Where We AH 
Got Drunk!" It seems 
that they were referring 
to an incident, sometime 
during the ISOOs or 
1600s, in which some 
local natives drank an 
entire barrel of explorer 
Henry Hudson’s expen¬ 
sive rum!
